Principal Change in Statute 
Outlining the new provincial police 
t, Hon. J. R. Boyle showed that the 
incipal change in the statute was 
he abolishment of the independent 
plice commission and the placing of 
the force directly under the depart- 
hent of the attorney-general. Im- 
Sortant also was the organization of 
unicipal police to be maintained at 
Me expense of she municipality. 

Mr, Boyle paid 
of the police commission, contending 
that the board had organized the 
force along Very efficient and success- 
fui lines. It was a fact also that these 
police commissioners had been ex- 
tremely busy public men in 
branches of service, 

Will Take Full Responsibility 

This year the government would as- 
sume full responsibility for the ad- 
ministration of the A.P.P., whether 
or not it would be more éatisfactory 
than under the commission system. 
In the matter of expense he felt that 
a rate of nearly one dollar a head for 
the people of the province was high, 
but the great area of the province, 
the absence of county jurisdiction, 
and the comparative newness of set- 
tlement made the problem of law en- 
forcement and police patrol a very 
large one. However, Mr. Boyle de- 
clared that Alberta would compare 
favorably with any other province in 
the law-abiding character of its peo- 
ple and in the enforcement of law and 
order, 

By the establishment of municipal 
police Hon. Mr. Boyle thought the 
necessity of considerably increasing 
the provincial police force would be 
obviated, The provincial police had 
been greatly handicapped by the work 
in towns and villages and by the lack 
of jail facilities in these small centres. 

Permits Search Without Warrant 

Mr. Boyle explained that the new 
act permits police officers to search 
persons and premises for liquor with- 
out special warrant if so required in 
the enforcement of the law, and a 
recommendation of the Social Service 
League that more plain clothes men 
be employed in the work of detecting 
liquor law breakers was incorporated 
{in the act. This would allow legal im- 
munity for detectives who might have 
to break the laws in order to obtain 
convictions against law breakers. 

A. F. Ewing (Opp.) reviewed the 
steps which had brought the provin- 
cia] police under a commission. He 
claimed no reason had been advanc- 


ed to the house as to why the com- |

Attorney-General Boyle Makes Spirited Defence of New Measure, 
Inconsistency of Criticism of Opposition—Conclusion 
Reached After Three Weeks Spent in

Jas. Weir, Nanton, recalled that the 
opposition one year previous asked for 
an investigation into the provincial 
police force through the commission. 
He objected to placing such a power- 
ful and important organization as the 
police force at the direct disposal of 
one minister of the crown. He also 
objected to search without warrant, 
and attacked a stool pigoon system. 

H. B. Atkins, Didsbury, said it was 

{interesting to hear opposition mem- 
| bers complaining of non-enforcement 
of the liquor act and then objecting 
to every move which would make such 
enforcement possible. They censured 
the attorney-general for not having 
an enthusiastic mental attitude re- 
specting the enforcement of the act. 
Undoubtedly next session the opposi- 
tion would be protesting because the 
attorney-general was too enthusiastic. 
He had every confidence in the deter- 
mination of Hon, Mr. Boyle to enforce 
liquor laws, and he desired rigid 
enforcement more than some mem- 
bers of the opposition, wiiose criti- 
ciem was very evidently “camouflage.” 

J. H. Kemmis claimed the govern- 

ment was attempting to allay discon- 
tent with administration of the liquor 
act, by changing the form of admin- 
istration. The premier should be the 
head of the force. He objected to 
using “stool pigeons” in the gather- 
ing of evidence. 


Attorney General Back. 


“I have often been censured severe- 
ly for the things I have done by the 
|opposition in this hoyse,” said Hon. 
Mr. Boyle in answer to extended osriti- 
cism, “and I accept it in good spirit 
believing that a certain amount of 
{criticism is good for a minister, but 
this is the first time I have been cen- 
sured for the things I haven't done. 
The member for West Edmonton 
|makes an elequent appeal for the re- 
;tention of the police commission, then 
the member for Nanton recalls the 
rotteness of the old commission. I 
jmight remind the honorable gentle- 
men who now say such fine things a- 
bout the police commission that last 
year they said the most bitter things 
ever heard in this house against cev- 
tain members of the same police com- 
mission, 

“Then the member for Claresholm 
said the most uncompromising things 
about the utter lack of jaw enforoe- 
ment; now he contends that the work 
of administration was not so bad after 
jall. Evidently those harsh statements 
| Were only intended as a probe to the 
|commission. 

' “Here we have the member for West 
Edmonton urging that no expense be 
spared in the enforcement of the pro- 
vincial lawe, and immediately after 
the leader of the opposition express- 
ing fear that we will spend too much 
money in the administration of the 
police. I am more inclined to agree 
with the member for West Edmonton 
but I suggest that the opposition hold 
a caucus and decide just what they do 
want, 

Mr. Hoadley retorted that the op- 
|}position didn’t hold caucuses, where- 
}upon deputy speaker Martin Woolf 
jruled against any further personal 
jinterchanges, while the house ap- 
|pauded. 
| Mr. Boyle said they by placing so 
jmuch streys upon “attitude of mind” 
|the leader of the opposition evidently 
regarded himself as the only one in 
possession of such an examplary men- 
tal condition. 

“T am quite prepared to take my 
chance with the people of this pro- 
{vince on my public and private re- 
cord” went on the attorney general. 
'“I am prepared to stand by my re- 
cord on the administration of law and 
|order and upon all questions of moral- 
ity, Honorable members opposite 
have no right to question my attitude 
of mind, The fact that I have pro- 
vided in this act such wide powers 
to see that rigid enforcement of the 
law is brought about, evidently wor- 
ries the opposition, There arguments 
ithat stool pigeons should not be em- 
‘ployed indicates that some of the 
honorable members fear the act will 
be too well enforced. And in this 
connection I want to say that no man 
or woman has stood up and suggested 
a practical way to catch liquor law 
breakers without resorting to plain 
clothes men, call them what you 
will,”

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President of Canadian National 
Railway Will Speak at Alberta 


Congress 
I8 MOCH INTERESTED 


Will Do Everything He Can to 
Aid Western Industrial De- 
velopment 


D, B. Hanna, president of the Cana- 
dian National Railway, and former 
wice-president of the Canadian North- 
ern, visiting Edmonton, has agreed 
to address the forthcoming industrial 
congress which will be held in Al- 


berta during August of this year. The 
head of the government systems gave 
this assurance to Mayor M. A. 
Brown, president of the industrial 
development association and J. M. 
McGreevy, manager of the congress, 
in a personal interview with them 
at the Macdonald hotel, last evening. 
He is accompanied by General Manag- 
er Macleod. Mr. Hanna gave assur- 
ance that he would take a personal 
interest in the forthcoming industrial 
event and that he would speak upon 
dustrial duvvelopmieg? in relattani 
to the railways. He made it clear 
that the railways of the Dominion 
would foster and aid in development 
of this character in the west. 

“Is there any truth in the rumor,” 
the pfesident was asked, “that the 
Trailways of Canada are opposed to 
developing such industries in the west 
as might take away from them the 
‘long-haul’ from eastern factories? 
This, as you know, is a common be- 
lief on the part of many.” 

Mr, Hanna shook his. head ¢em- 
phatically. ‘There is ab@olutely no 
truth in the contention,” he declader. 
“Any railway policy that would have 
such a narrow faith in the Doninion 
‘as a whole, would die in ignominy. 
|For my part, and for the part of the 
|wailways which I represent, and that 
is about 35 per cent. of all the rall- 
way lines of the Dominion, I can as- 
sure you that not only do we not op- 
pose industrial development here but 
we are extremely anxious to see in- 
dustries grow up here.” 

“More industries would mean more 
people and more business in turn for 
the railways. This is a young coun- 
try yet, and we have a long future 
ahead of us, How small and mean 
and petty, therefore, would it rfot be 
to oppose the development of indus- 
tries in the west because certain fac- 
torles give us certain Shipments for 
a long-haul?” Se RE

phasis to his words by asking: ‘Is 
ther@,any reason why you should not 
manufacture here most of the things 
you need? Is there any reason why 
you should not manufacture those na- 
tural products of which you have an 
abundance for foreign shipment, and 
for export abroad?

over the police. He also objected at

Page company today entered one of 
its airplanes which had been built 
for a bombing expedition to Berlin in 
the trans-Atlantic flight, The machine 
has four 350 horse-power engines and 
a capacity of 2,000 gallons of gasoline 
for a 25-hour flight. It will also car- 
ry two long distance wireless instal-

northern day. The time schedule he 
proposes would land a passenger at 
Hudson's Hope tn two and a haif 
days from Edmonton. That is to 
@ay: 
train at two o'clock standard time. 
Reach Spirit River at 11.30 the next 
day, drive the fifty miles from Spirit 
River to the Peace river ferry at 
Dunvegan during the afternoon, 
leave Dunvegan by boat early next 
morning, and reach Hudson's Hope 
late at night. This, however, seems 
rather optimistic. It is more likely 
that the trip from Dunvegan to the 
Hope would spoil two days, instead 
of being made in one, But even so, 
three and a half days from Edmonton 
to Hudson's Hope 1s very good going. 


500 Miles Navigation. 

Hudson's Hope is at the extreme 
limit of the north-western prairies. 
It is at the point at which the Peace 
river leaves the foothills of the 
Rockies by a tremendous rapid and 
canyon, It is the head of the five 
hundred mile stretch of Peace river 
navigation, extending 
below Vermilion, with Peace’ River 
town about half way. The Peace 
‘river canyon is passed by a twelve- 
mile portage, which connects the navi- 
gation of the upper river and its 
branches with that of the lower 
river. The Peace is navigable for a 
long distance beyond the head of the 
portage. A remarkable feature is 
that it is navigable right through the 
Rocky Mountains, The Peace is 
formed by the junction of the Finlay 
and Parsnip rivers, which He along 
the western slope of the Roclies; the 
Finlay flowing south and the Parsnip

PREFERENCE TO 
RETURNED MEN 


\In Reply to Deputation, Premier 
Assures Them of Sympath- 
etic Support 


Representatives of the Great War 


| Veterans waited on the members of 
the government Tuesday morning de 
manding that all aliens, women and 
slackers in the employ of the govern- 
ment be dismissed to make way for 


returned soldiers, They claimed that 
|the problem of the returned man out 
‘of employment was getting beyond 
their control and the government had 
to make a precedent in this matter. 
| Till the governments, dominion, pro- 
|vincial and muniec!pal, did this, the 
men of the association, numbering 
|gome 3,500, would not be satisfied and 
|they would not have the same lever- 
‘age with the private concerns. 

The premier and members of the 
government gave them assurance that 
everything possible was being done. 
‘All aliens would be dismissed as soon 
jas the War Veterans could find men 
{to replace them, and surveys of the 
| women and men who had been taken 
on aimee 1914 were belng made and 
wherever it was necessary to replace 
these with returned soldiers, it would 
be done. However, the premier stat- 
ed that he did not believe that any of 
|the women would need to be replaced

out of positions at the present time, 
Their association had been able to 
cope with the labor situation up to 
the present time, by merely filling va- 
cancies, but the time had come when 
he believed that it was necessary 40 
take firmer measures, and in fact to 
dismiss others to make positions for 
them. They had fought for thelr jobs 
and deserved them, Up to the pre- 
sent it had been mostly casualties that 
were looking for jobs, but now the 
men tn the prime of condition were 
returning and positions were required 
for them.

Regina, Sask., April 8—Old colony 
Mennonites from the communities 
near Swift Current, Herbert and Ros- 
thern, have united to fight the Sas- 
katchewan school law and the school 
attendance law and will ask the courts 
for a legal definition of their status 
in regard to compulsory attendance at 
public schools, A stated case will be 


|carried to the Supreme Court of Can- 


ada in the event of a reverse Judgmem 
in the lower courts, 

Representatives of these colonies 
were sent to Winnipeg recently to en- 
gage legal advisers with instructions 
to prepare to institute an appeal 
against the two acts, Their case will 
be based on concessions claimed in 
the agreement made with the federal 
government in 1870.

Some grading may be done _ this 
season, possibly as far a8 Whit- 
ford lake, but there is no present 
prospect of steel being laid. 

The Hanna-Medicine Hat con- 
nection, in the more southerly part 
of the province, will be completed 
to Red Deer river this season and 
work will commence on the bridge 
across the Red Deer. The grading 
on the line to Medicine Hat will 
be in progress during the summer. 

These several extensions will be 
a great relief to many thousands 
of settlers who have grown weary. 
waiting. The work of construc- 
tion will give employment and 
cause a circulation of money that 
will help the readjustment from 
war conditions. No more bene- 
ficial reconstruction work could 
be undertaken by the government 
at this time. 


E. D. & B.C, Railway. | 
+ ———$—$ + 


The acting Prime Minister does 
not say specifically that the Do- 
minion government will riot either 
aid or take over the Dunvegan 
railway, but he does say specifical- 
ly that such applications have 
been made and that no negotia- 
tions are in progress looking to 
that end. This means that the 
government may or may not take 
the road over later on. In the 
meantime the rush of travel to 
Peace River is increasing week by 
week. It was understood that the 
roadbed, generally speaking, was 
in bad condition last fall. It is be- 
lieved when the frost comes out 
this spring, especially if a wet 
season follows, there are bound to 
be serious interruptions to travel 
with all the accompaniments and 
consequences that invariably re- 
sult. While the government is 
making up its mind very unfor- 
tunate conditions may arise, 
which may have very far-reaching 


consequences. 
The rush to Peace River 
is on. It has taken several 


years of railway facilities and a 
change from war conditions to 
start the movement. If for any 
reason such as a breakdown in 
railway traffic the rush is stopped 
it might be years before public 
attention could again be as favor- 
ably directed as it is now.. When 
things are going well is the time 
to keep them going. What Alberta, 
Canada, and incidentally Edmon- 
ton, stands to gain by the rapid 
development of the Peaee River 
country at this particular time can 
scarcely be over stated, and cor- 
respondingly what it stands to 
lose if that development is check- 


ed, as it must be if railway facili- | 


ties are inadequate, or partially 
break down. Old timers at Edmon- 
ton will recall the period when 
the C. & E, with its two mixed 
trains a week from Calgary, run- 
ning over a doubtful roadbed, was 
a standing notice to the travelling 


and investing public to keep away | 


from Edmonton—as they did keep 
away for many years. With good 
equipment and a good track the 
300 miles from Edmonton to Peace 
River could be made in a daylight 
run, Under such conditions would 
not travel be greatly stimulated 
and the country at large get the 
benefit? During the first eight 
years after the railway was com- 
pleted from Calgary to Edmonton, 
that is from 1890 to 1898, two mix- 
ed trains a week did all the busi- 
ness of all the region north of Cal- 
gary. Today the same track car- 
ries three trains a day and there 
are two alternative lines with a 
train a day each. There is no rea- 
son to believe that the traffic to 
the Peace River country is not 
capable of equal development. 
But that is of the future. The 
present condition is that the road- 
bed must be improved and the 
rolling stock increased at once or 
the traffic cannot be successfully 
handled and the progress of the 
country will be retarded at the 
moment when progress is most 
needed, Failing action by the Do- 
minion government’ the only 
source of relief is the provincial 
government. Although the char- 
ter is Dominion the enterprise is 
provincial, That is, the guarantees 
and loans that made possible the 
construction of the railway are 
those of the province—not of the 
Dominion. Except for the cash 
bonus of $820,000 on the Grande 
Prairie branch, the Dominion is 
not interested in the road directly 
or indirectly to the amount of one 
cent, 
The province holds a_ first 
mortgage on the road as security 
for its guarantees and loans. This 
first mortgage naturally prevents 
the company from raising money 
from any other source except the 
earnings of the road. As the road 
is strictly a colonization road 
whose purpose was the develop- 
ment of desirable but unoccupied 
country its financial suecess de- 
pended upon the rapidity and 
volume of development. At its in- 
ception money for investment was 
plentiful and immigration was 
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rolling into the Canadian west with 
unheard of rapidity. The war be- 
gan when the road was well under 


way but not completed. Money 
was tied up and immigration ceas- 
ed. With the advent of peace, a 
new immigration has begun, but 
world finances are still tied up. 

The road was begun in 1912, The 
rails reached Peace River and 
Grande Prairie early in 1916. 
Three years of war conditions and 
stagnation followed the laying of 
the steel. Interest on capital in- 
vested had to be paid out of capi- 
tal. Now that immigration has 
begun with the advent of peace the 
company has not the money to put 
the roadbed in shape, increase the 
rolling stock to handle the traffic 
or complete the extensions already 
under way. Owing to the finan- 
cial conditions arising out of the 
war and to the first mortgage held 
by the provincial government, the 
necessary money cannot be raised 
on the world’s market. 

The province has guaranteed the 
principal and interest on the com- 
pany’s bond issues and has made 
a direct loan to the company as 
well. The guarantees are $7,000,- 
000 at 4 per cent. and approxim- 


ately $2,500,000 at 41-2 per cent.’ 


The loan is $2,000,000 at 5 per 
cent. The yearly fixed charges are 
therefore a little less than half a 
million a year, which some one 
must pay or there is default; first 
by the company and second by the 
province. If the company does not 
sell out to the Dominion and can- 
not pay the interest the province 
must; so that the province has a 
very deep and immediate interest 
in the result of the negotiations 
for the acquirement of the road 
by the Dominion which the acting 
premier says are not taking place. 

For the time being the province 
is in the position of a bank which 
jhas loaned money to a prospec- 
tively productive enterprise and 
finds itself compelled to either 
take over the property under ser- 
ious disadvantages or make fur- 
ther advances to car.’y it on until 
it reaches a paying |.:sis. When 
the company makes de fault in its 
interest payments the provincial 
government can legally seize the 
road and thereby become respon- 
\sible for its operation and mainten- 
ance. The experience of the coun- 
4ry with the Canadian Northern 
and Grand Trunk Pacific experi- 
ments of the Dominion govern- 
ment would not seem to encourage 
that course, unless the province 
wants to go bankrupt. The alterna- 
tive is to provide such further 
monies as are necessary to put the 
| road and rolling stock into condi- 
|tion and complete the extensions. 
The money to be raised on the 
credit of the province and loaned 
|to the company for specified ex- 
penditures under government su- 
pervision and with strict aceount- 
| ing, Until the earnings of the road 
| became sufficient to meet operat- 
ing expenses and fixed charges 


| by loans. So that the sooner the 
| road is on a paying basis the soon- 
er the province is relieved of the 
burden. 

The first thing to be done is to 
take measures to maintain and im- 
prove the service over the road, by 
improving the roadbed and _in- 
creasing the rolling stock. This is 
necessary to save the investment 
already made by keeping up the 
favorable interest of the outside 
public in the Peace River country. 
This matter will not wait for long 
drawn out legal proceedings or for 
political side-stepping at Ottawa. 
It needs attention and ‘needs it 
now. It would probably cost a 
million dollars to put the road- 
bed in shape and half a million to 
provide the additional motive 
power and equipment urgently 
needed. Another million and a 
half would probably be needed to 
complete the Pouce Coupee exten- 
sion and the extension north of the 
Peace—three millions in all to be 
put into the road. At 6 per cent. 
the annual interest charge would 
be $180,000 a year. The province 
has already become responsible for 
eleven and a half millions in con- 
nection with the enterprise. The 
event has proven the wisdom of 
the project looked at from the 
point of view of national and pro- 
vincial interests and the in- 
dications are that under peace 
conditions it will be a money- 
maker as well. Money spent in im- 
|provements and extensions will 
| not decrease, but will increase, the 
security of the province. While if 
the improvements are not made 
the security of the province, and 
j its credit, will be seriously affect- 
fed. If the provincial government 
| should finally decide to take over 
the road these improvements and 
extensions will have to be made.

A PROVINCIAL FRANCHISE. 


Regina Leader, 

The British North America act— 
which is the written constitution of 
Canada—declares that the several 
provinces shall be represented in the 
; house of commons on the basis of 
Population. At the present time the 
nine provinces are entitled to the fol- 
lowing number of representatives: On- 
tarlo, 82; Quebec, 65; Saskatchewan, 
16; Nova Scotia, 16; Manitoba, 15; 
Britigh Columbia, 13; Alberta, 12; 
New Brunswick, 11; Prince !dward 
Isiand, 4. It is not parliament which 
is being represented in these provinces, 
but these provinces which are being 
represented in parliament, and the 
principle is sound that the provinces 
and not parliament should decide the 
basis of the franchise under which the 
people should choose their repregen- 
tatives, 

The Liberals have always maintain- 
ed that principle, namely, that the 
provincial franchise and provincial 
voters’ lists should govern in the elec- 
tion of members of parliament. Such 
a system hes always proved satisfac- 
tory to the people, however disap- 
pointing it may have been to certain 
interests and politicians who desired 
to manipulate the franchise for their 
own selfish purposes,

Union govern- 
ment is willing to listen to the views 
of the farmers when it costs them 
nothing and their Big Interests’ sup- 
porters nothing. But when compliance 
with the farmers’ demands means 
arousing the bitter antagonism of the 
interests there is, in the forceful lan- 
guage of the day, “nothing doing.”
